In accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.98, 1 am submitting a completed "SUPPLEMENTAL 
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CN1041271 discloses an oil-fume extractor hood for kitchen comprising a ventilator 
installed in a hood housing 2, wherein a side plate 8 of the ventilator housing and the top plate 
of the hood housing 2 are formed by one common plate, so as to save components and damp 
vibrations. 
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CN2475955Y discloses a quick dismounting device for a oil-fume extractor hood 
comprising a ventilator surrounded by a U-shaped rail 21 with fasteners 22 arranged on both 
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sides, wherein a cover hood 30 could be engaged onto the rail 21 with its corresponding 
fasteners 40 engaged with the fasteners 22 on the rails 21.
